The Iiegal Bill. 
. Our departmenlal system has long been 
ciiristoned a "circumlocution office," and 
the incumbents teased if not flatlereii with 
applause for knowing " How not to do 
it." ]f public business weretlone properly 
it was admitted on all haniU to be chanccnj 
practice for common livvv or coniirion senso 
procedure was far too iiiiconnuaii. It would 
appear that we have not mucli cause to 
boast of improveineiil yet, aliliough self- 
styled law reformers have been tug^in<,' 
away at the helm of Stale liice good fellows 
for the last six months. Whether . the 
motto that " Rome was notbiUt in a day," ' 
is their motto, it is impossible to say al- 
though appearances would favor it. It may 
be, however, that embryo lord chancellors 
are pupils of Lord Eldon, and have become 
suoh " everlasting doubters" that they have 
serious doubts of doir.g the people's busi- 
ness, — particularly when the public interests 
conflict with their pockets. What olhei- ex- 
cuse can be given except iho latter foriiot pas- 
sing the " l.egai Bill" puzzles our brain. We 
hope we aie mistaken, however, ttiotj;;ii we 
are not skeptical as to our coiicliisioiis. At 
one lime strong hopes were enlerlained that 
it would be put through at railroad speed. 
But from whatever cause wa cannot say, 
except for the one hinted at, no one is 
urging it on lo completion. Possibly it may 
be Jtrangled. If strangled, for whose be n e - 
fit is it done? Let us see. 

The maia object of the 'f Legal bill" is 
to.ahniil a portion of the Order in Council 
ordering the Chief Justice to separate the 
legal profession— " the siieep from the 
goats" — the barristers from the solicitors. It 
was introduced into the Assembly prior to 
the first of July, before the Order in 
Council was made operative. Ample time 
was allowed lo have enaeted it into law ; 
yet to this motnoiit it has not been done. 
The consequence is, that in order to com- 
mence suit, a plaintiff has to employ a soli- 
citor, and fee him too. If not settled before 
the case is called in court, another limb of 
the law, a barrister, has to be employed 
Ho also has to get his retainer. So two 
lawyers must be employed to gat the court 
10 write up a Judgment for the plaintiff. The 
defendant likewise except disposed to allow 
the case to go tjy default, must employ 
two lawyers. To fee the barister he must 
first see the solicitor ; anti to see both is to 
pay a retainer to both. For it would ap- 
pear thai though engaged in prosecuting 
and defenJiii;,' •■'iiit-* lor debt, they liave no 
idea of allowing clients to drop into their 
debt. 

From this showin:; four lawyer.-* are ni'( es- 
eary to one case. Formerly it was not so. 
Now it i.s so ; and why it is so i.s beci.us : 
some I'livy Councdlurs in England were 
foolish enough to believe that a new and 
sparsely settled country like Vancouver 
Island could prospei with usages that are 
not customary any where except in England, 
and consequently made the Order In Coun- 
cil acootdingly. But the English custom 
has been lauded to the skies. Not by the 
people?. No; but by some of the legal fra- 
teinity. Why? because they are tin- piiriies 
•who can benefit by it ; and they only. Fifty 
dollars each to the counsel and attorney on 
eaob aide, is two hundred dollars. Were 
both branches of the profession allowed to 
act either as solicitors or bainsters, lliere 
need be but one pracliiioncr (iiia side. At 
iilly dollars each, lliere wuuKI lliiis bu one 
lumdred dollars raved. We ask is Ibis doiiii,' 
justice ! Shall live bairisters and three soli- 
citors combine to beiielil themsiilves \\i the 
jjublie e.vpeiisel ll is clearly sIkiwi: who 
inalit! again; and who a loss. Wu tlieie- 
foru trusi that the evil will be fpeedily 

abated. ^

San Juan. 
When it was rnniored tliat General Harney 
had left the Oiegoii iiepailment, we were 
satisfied that lie was removed. The advices 
by the two last steamers settle the matter 
beyond doubt. Lord John Russell has an- 
nounced that the General was removed for 
violation of the orders of Gen. Scott. It 
appears that Capt. Hunt was superseded by 
Capt. Pickett, contrary to the instructions of 
Gen. Scott. But tlie great error of Gen. 
Harney was authorizing Capt. Pickett to see 
that the jurisdiction of Washington Terri- 
tory was enforced on San Juan. So flagrant 
a breach of good faith— when the two high 
contracting parlies had agreed lo a joint 
occupation— was justly met by Mr. Buchan- 
an and Mr. Cass. The moment it was 
brought by Lord Lyons to the notice of Mr. 
Cass, the President's order for his recall was 
promptly given. Such a course is a strong 
gna:aiilee that in whatever way the.disputed 
question may be arranged, ihat'the United 
Stales government are determined to act as 
becomes a great nation fand a kindred peo- 
ple. The London Times urges upon the 
English government to settle the question 
as speedily as possible. 

Loyalty. 

In another column will be found a brief 
account of the reception of the Prince of 
Wales at Halifax. It is especially gratify- 
ing to Nova Scotians abroad— and there 
are many in these colonies noted for their 
probity; intelligence, industry, and thrift— 
to hear of the cordial welcome given to the 
Prince in the capital of their native pro- 
vince. We recommend its perusal lo the 
snobs who at the last general election as 
well as at the Esijuimalt, would ostracise, a 
certain candidate because he was not born 
in England, but on the contrary in Nova 
Scotia.

He was 
one of the Rev. Mr. Duncan's pupils at Fori 
Simpson, and has expressed a desire to see 
that gentleman, (who is now on the northern 
coast) before he dies. To guard against, 
ail outbreak on liio part of the Chimseaiis 
the entire police force will be armed with 
muskets.

Over and above the numbers 
(d Clu isnaiis shot in actual warfare, It is be- 
hoved that 7,01.0 or 8,000 have been butch- 
ered in cold blood. The massacre lU Dam- 
as<tus was nol known at this dale. A Kiemdi 
vessel had been sent to Sukoia, and was 
ohligod to toko up aposition within hung 
disiance of the town, in order lo restrain the 
fanatical portion of the inhabilaiils, Iroiii 
commiliing luillier onliagiis. The A nstriaii 
friifale Huderty had boon ordered lo proceeil 
lo Syria, to oO'Oporate with vessels of other 
powers. Great agitation prevailed ot Elpho 
and Killoa City.

Thursday, August '23, 1800.

VICTORIA LIGHT HOUSE. 

Mr. Waddington gave notice of a bill to 
establish a lighthouse at the entrance to 
Victoria Harbor. 

ELECTION PETITION. 

''' Mr. McDonald presented a petition from 
the electors of Esquimalt agamst the ro- 
tui-n of George Tomline Gordon, as mem- 
ber of Assembly' from that district. Ilefer- 
red to the Election Cornmitiee. 

The Speaker said he had iippoiiited 

Dl'ake, Esq., as laxing officer to assess the 
expenses in cases of election committees. 

THE ONE PER CENT T\X. 

The Houso went into committee on the 
bill to levy a lax of one percent, on the real 
estate of the colony. Mr. Waddington in 
the chair. 

The bill was continued from section 'J, 
providing that upon the completion of the 
assessment list, the assessors shall publish 
a notice thereof, which was adopted. 

Section 10— That non-residents are to be 
notified by post, before the completion of the 
assessment roll, was considered. 

Mr. Helmcken moved that the above sec- 
tion be stricken out, 

; Mr. Gordon hoped no man's properly 
would be sold, if a letter in the post office 
would save it. 

The Chairman would support the section. 
It was just and equitable, and would save 
inanyAa man's property from distress, who 
coald not,reoeive notice any other way. 

Mr.Cary eaid the sending by post would 
be attended with ,tnfling expense. He was 
in favor of every person being notified by 
post. 

Mr. Foster hoped every facility would be 
artoided both residents and non-residents in 
giving notice of the contemplated tax. The 

f)lan of sending a man on horseback from 
louso to house wo jld not answer as well as 
if the notice was sent through the post, 

Mr. Cary proposed as an amendment that 
the assessor.-* notify every person, by post, of 
the ta.v and the amount due. Carried. 

The following sections were then adopted 
with hardly any discussion : „ , , 

Section 11, relaiihg to forms of oaths to 
be adminisiered to assessors. 

Section 12, providing lor the delivery of 
the assessment roll to the Treasurer. 

■ Section 13— That the Governor shall ap- 
point a Couit of Revision of five persons 
for each district— the Court to ineet within 
seven 'days after the completion of the as- 
sessment roll and they shall sit fruin time 
to time until their labors are completed. 

Section 14— The Court of Revision may 
administer oaths to witnesses, the wilful 
^violation of which oath shall be punishable 
as perjury. 

Section 15— The court shall try all com- 
plaints Willi regard to wrongful assessineius 
or missions, and may amend the roll 
accordingly. 

Section 10— Any |)erson, or agent, wrong- 
fully assessed, must give notice to the as- 
pessor within 14 days after the posting of a 
copy of the roll. Any per.<!on may object 
to llie manner in which another is ta.veil, by 
giving notice to Itie assessor within 14 ilnys 
after the posting of a copy of the roll. 

Section 17-r'rhe Sheiill is to post up m 
Boene conitpicuous place, the names ol all 
complainants against the assessment toll. 

Section 18 ami 19, providing for the form 
of complaint and the'rnanher of hearing the 
same by the Court of Revision. 

Section 20 — Every person is to be held 
personally responsible for the ani junt fur 
which he is assessed. 

Tho Committee here rose and rcpoi l ■! 
progress, and the House adjourned until 
Friday, at 3 o'cloc k, P. M. 

The PriaoB of Wales. 

A tolegrnphio despatch, dated Halifax, 30th 

July, siiys:

The sr|iiiiilri)ii was nil' tin; port yi'--- 
tordny; royal siiliites from tli(.' iK.'i't and tlu' 
batteries greeted him upon his arrival, while 
the pcopli'turMod nut in imiiiense immbers to 
giv.! liii'.i iicurdiiil rei:i'pti(in. lie was present- 
ed with an address attlie Dock-yard. IIo wore 
tho iinifinnuf acvdoiiLd in the army, and rodii 
onliorseliiK'k to I icvi.'riiiiu iit House, l-liiin - - 
ing from the gates of tho Dock-yard the ]iro- 
cesaion passod through a double file of troops 
and volunteers, to tho Government llonse. 
'I'lieri! were a nuinber of triumphal aridii's 
I'rerted ill the .striM'ts, iiKdiidiiig ('imanl's 
iirch, with a steamship on tho top of it ; the 
Volunteots' artUlerv arch, built of militmy 
trophies ; the Mayor'* arch ; tho Archbishop's 
arch, a vorv handsome and ecclesiastical 
iircli ; the ilusonio arch, and u number of 
other arches, all hoiiiitifully decorated. The 
lircini;ii tiiriUMl (uit in parade, with tropliy 
tiftv feet liiKli, suriiiDiuiicd by a (!olossal figure 
holding a hose-pipe. Three thousand live 
hundred children of the schools also tin ned 
out, in white and blue, and Hniig •■ (iod Save 
the (Jneen." All the public buildings as 
wi'll us private ones, etc., were splendiilly 
<lec(,ralcul with flags, baiincis, transparcMicies 
and evergreen.s. Tin; .M'lynr of .Sluutrcal, 
.Mayiu' (jf liostini, and ii considiM-alili: uunibcr 
of other .\incrieaiis wen^ in attendance, and 
wern wnU rreeived. 

The London AVitis, in an article on the de- 
parture of tho Prince for Canada, and his 
eontoniplntcil visit to the United States, savs :

(tceac Salt Lake. 
Vrnong the great natural curiosities of 
Xorth .Uucrica, the great saline hodv of 
water in Utiili Territory, known as (.Ireat isalt 
Lake, stouds in the lirst onler. The lake 
tsolf is not individually so great a cu- 
iriosity, as vhon viewed in connection with 
surrounding corrohitivo indications, which 
iiivo us a conibinatiou . of ^ natural wonders, 
truly astounding. The wator-nmrks show 
that the lake is now a mere remnant of what 
\vus one of the mighty water collections ol 
the earth — jiorhaps of a body of water that 
spread itself throughout the whole I'tali basin. 
I'rovo Lake, u body of water distant perhaps 
75 miles from the great lake, is surrounded 
by in<liuati(iiis of alike olmrnetor, Uint di- 
rectly p"int to an curly period when its indi- 
vidualitv was lost within the limits of a 
ini'ditv sea that alisorbeil both itself and 
(Jreiit'Salt Lake. Along the base of the 
mounlirm-walls of the valley, if we lua}' so 
term tho limits of the basin, are distinct 
water-marks, of variou.- elevations. Ihey 
are clearly diseernable a distance of 25 miles, 
the more elevated order being from 75 to WD 
feet above tlic level of the valley- Tliuy are 
almost conclusive evidence that a great sea 
once existed in Utah Valley, whose breakers 
have left tho marks of their power indented 
upon the rocky front of their mountain con- 
fines as a monument of their power, ihe 
different elevatioii.s of these wator-niarks 
show the gradual declination of this sea froni 
a body of water covering, may be, tens of 
thousands of square miles, to the present sal- 
inous body of about CO miles in length and 
40 or 50 in width. This presmnplioii is 
strengthened by theosistcncc, throughout tho 
entire vallov, ofatiuitile deposits, such as 
shells, petrified fishes, wator-woni rocks, etc. 
Upon this theory, the inference may be drawn 
that Great SaltLake is gradually diminish- 
ing ; but this is not the case: it is iiow re- 
diieed to a basis of fi.Kcd causes which will 
"ive it perpetuity in its present e.xlont. Tho 
moisture of the atmosphere of those latitudes 
is sufhcient to always keep it sniiplieil with 
a uniform quantity of water. The lueltmg 
snow of the mountains swell the rivers jii 
the spring and summer that empty into it, 
arid when this melting is luevented by the 
coldness of the fall and winter, those rivers 
fall, and by evaporation the lake rapidly de- 
clines — the evaporation carrying off iiKU-e 
water than the streams deposit. It is in 
this declining CMiulition that ctjarse saltisolj- 
tained from tho beach of the lake in quanti- 
tios ad infinitum. Now, so long i\a the same 
meteorological system prevails, the lake iiui.-t 
continue tlie same as now, . . 

No theory is siittled u[i<m by scientific men 
ns to tho cause of the salty nature of the lake. 
We have an opinion of our own, which 
believe to be rational. The rivers cmptyiiii:; 
into it— Canaan, Jordan, Webber, .Maladc, 
and numerous smaller Btreams— head in tin- 
mountains, where they arc supplied by 
myriads of mountain brooks, some of which 
undcnibtedly have their soiirci! in salt springs. 
These brooks impregnate the great water- 
carrier.- ef iIk; lake with salt— to so small an 
e.\tent, though it be, that it is not perceptible 
to the taste— and they carry it into tbu lake, 
where it mustforevor remain and accumu- 
late, as evaporation increases the iiropeinoii 
of the .salt to the water. The salt may have 
Pecn carried to the lake over a humlred 
miles, and it has perhaps been accuinulating 
thei u f or thou-auds nf years ; and thus it 
must eontiiiac tlirougli all time if the supply 
slnmld be i ne.'ihaustiblo. 

Thi" vulcanic indications surrounding the 
lake are iicculiarly impressive, nnd could 
well be made tlie subject <d the natural jdnl- 
osopher's Mody. The wlnde tae,' of lla' 
country appears to have pa>.-ed through ea- 
Im-ie iiifluencos of the iiiteiisest cliaraelei-. 
F.u'irmo us rocks fringe 'its margin, winch 
are charred iis lila. k as ebony from the oper- 
ation of Ileal, and th( ir fiagmcutary coiidmon 
besiieaks the migblv convulsions which they 
passed through. -Near the lake's centre tbep. 
fsquitoa large i.-land, npmi wlii.di ll;e,e 
volcanic indications ai-e eijually emphuiie. 
This island is very fertile, and is owneil by 
the Church, which institution hohlsit K.r the 
ex,dii.-ive pnrp.i.-e id grazing. All the .-.tn. k 
which i-omc's into the tithiiig-ollice— all 
.Voriiions are compelled to jiay one-teiith n! 
evervlhini; tliat thi'V make or rai>e lo ilie 
(■|i,„".|.|,_ari.' taken to this i.-land, and there 
must Ije thou.saiids of head upon it. _ It is 
reached bv small sailing vessels. So ex- 
tremi Iv salt is tho water of Salt Lake that 
pi- Ml. .I V lif.' i" impossible. Its average
